4. The prohibition of the manufacture, sale, trans- 


portation, importation and exportation of intoxicating 
liquors for beverage purposes, as embodied in the 18th 
amendment is within the power to amend reserved by 
article V of the .constitution. 


5. That amendment by lawful proposal and ratifi- 


cation has become a part of the constitution and must be 
respected and given effect the same as other provisions 
of that instrument. 


6. The first section of the amendment, the one 


embodying the prohibition, is operative throughout the
